| “The high prices in cattle, hogs ad 

butter are giving the greatest pos- 
sible. boost to mixed farming in this 
province,” said Hon Dunean Marsh- 
all, Minister of Agriculture, to a Cap- 
ital reporter this morning, 

Mr. Marshall has just returned 
from a trip through the country as 
far as Olds, and he is very pleased 
with the way the farmers all through 
the province are going in for mixed 
farming. 

“T don’t think that there will be 
much chance for the cry that the cat- 
tle industry of this province is be- 
ing killed by the elimination of the 
large ranches,” said Mr. Marshall. 
“This spring there is a wonderful in- 
crease in the number of calves that 
the farmers are raising, “Then also 
a great many of the*farmers are 
going in for hog raising. last year 
you could buy both cattle and young 
hogs for a very low price. ‘This year 
it is almost impossible to buy them 
at all owing to the fact that the 
farmers are raising them themselves, 
and so will not sell. 

“Just at present with hogs selling 
at $0.50 per hundred weight, it is 
possible for farmers to feed: their 
hogs on wheat selling at $1.50 and 
still make a good profit. 

“And from present indications,” 
continue-l Mr Marshall, “i shenk 
thar the present high prices will con- 
tinue for quite a while y3s. 

‘The interest that the farmers ave 
displaying in saved fara. gz is the 
best possible thing that could hap- 
pen,” said Mr. Marshall in eonelu- 
sion, “as it inakes the fa.mer more 
independent He does not have to 
depend on the y eather 0 a good 
crop of whet, end a “sway, the 
prosperity of the province is greatly 
thereased.”

Postal Savings Bank Bill Passed 
By the House of Repre- 
sentatives 


TEN CENTS AND UPWARDS 


Those Wishing to Accumulate by 
Small Degrees May Purchase 
Special Stamps 
Washington, June 10—By an over- 
whelming vote of 191 to 1or, ‘the 
House yesterday passed the Postal 
Savngs Bank bill. T'wenty Democrats 
joined the Republicans in voting for 
the final passage of the bill, which 
has already passed the Senate. The 
Democratic swbstitute for the bill of 
the majority was rejected by 113 
196. This action followed an entire 
session devoted to the debate upon 
the subject of postal savings bank 
legislation. 
Under the terms of the bill, a board 
of trustees is created who shall de- 
clare avhat postoffices shall ‘become 
postal savings banks. Deposits in 
these banks made by any one person 
shall not be more than $100 monthly 
or exceed a total of $500. An account 
may be opened with $1, but stamps uf 
ten cents each will be issued for those 
desiring to accumulate money 
deposited.

To make matterc 
worse, some white men had visited 
them and had managed to run oft 
lywith their idol. The tribe were sure 
ithat annihilation was in store for 
lines: - The men refused to set out ia 
jtheir boats, and thé-women had let 
‘their cooking fires go out. 

From the Indian's description Cap- 
itain von Helms recognized the white 
‘men as a party of anthropologists 
lsent out by a world-famous univer- 


jsity, to study the South American 


‘aborigines.
